Tea Co. Requests 

f The village board tabled until 
its next meeting a request from the 
Antioch Recreation that it be given 
a license to sell alt kinds of liquors 
instead of just beer as it is ' now 
permitted to do. 

In the meantime the trustees will 
study the matter and get public o- 
pinion on it and too, a request from 
the National Tea Co. that It be 
permitted to sell beer by the case. 

Either permit will make neces- 
sary the changing of an ordinance 
which in the case of a tavern- type 
licensee limits the number to one 
tor every 300 residents. 

The village normally would have 
but four taverns but when the Na- 
ber addition was incorporated the 
Kelly tavern license was compul- 
sory through law. Under the pres- 
ent law if any of the present tavern 
keepers give up their license, no 
new one could be issued. 

The proprietors of 'the bowling 
alley said that they have been em- 
barrassed in that patrons have had 
to bring liquor in flasks, and mix 
their own drinks if they want high- 
balls. They said they would en- 
close the bar with a glass partition 
and keep those under age out. 

Members of the board said that 
while appreciating the situation 
feared that once the standing rule 
of limitation is broken the plan 
would get out of hand. 

Tavern keepers four years ago 
agreed to a $500 license fee on the

SUII At Standstill 



Although some work is being 
done on the new addition to the An- 
tioch high school building the steel 
for the shops has still not arrived, 
and it seems more doubtful than 
ever that the building can be put 
into service this year. 

An Interview with G. L. Bird, of 
Ryerson Steel Fabricating, Chicago, 
indicate that the Tonyan Construc- 
tion company, contractors for the 
building had ordered the steel for 
delivery here on Sept 1, and that 
due to conditions of shortage that 
the Ryerson company would not 
be able to fabricate and deliver the 
steel until about Sept IS. This 
is at variance with the reports mede 
to the high school board that the 
steel would be delivered some 
weeks ago, 

Mr. Bird also said that a part of 
the contract far iht* steel for the 
shops had been cancelled in order 
to place it where delivery might 
be made sooner. 



The State Sanitary Water board 
informed the village this week that" 
its sewage treatment plant is work- 
ing reasonably satisfactory, but sug- 
gested improvements one of which 
will be acted upon. 

The report on the investigation 
by C. W. Klassen, technical secre- 
tary following the survey by Engi- . 
neer J. J. Fast advises the village 
to install an additional sludge bed, 
and drawing area. 

Fast said that the large amount 
of surface water emptied into the 
sewer, probably through down- 
spouts or other surface drainage, 
overloads the system during heavy 
rains with the result that the sew- 
age carries through without treat- 
ment. 

The board -advised the village to 
get laboratory equipment and make 
daily control tests, and to obtain 
a dosage counter to measure the 
flow through the plant. 

Jt suggested* the purchase of a 
dual purpose 75 gun pump for use 
during periods when the 125 gun 
pump now used is overloaded. 

Trustee Arthur. Hawkins, chair- 
man of the sewer and water com- 
mittee advised the immediate in- 
stallation of a new sludge bed and 
other members of the board and 
President James McMitlen concur- 
red in the idea, Hawkins* commit- 
tee will investigate the location of 
the new bed at once. . 

Water Co mm i si sorter Walter I. 
Scott estimated the cost as not ex- 
ceeding $1,500. 

Other suggestions' of the state 
board were not acted upon at this 
time. 

Discussion of the sewage problem 
led to the statement by President 
McMillen that an additional em- 
ploye should be hired to take care 
of the sewage treatment plant, read 
and repair meters. He said that 
Walter Scott is overloaded in his 
many duties including that of po- 
lice chief, and said that the extra 
man would save the village much 
of his salary .through the repair of 
water meters, nearly 40 of which 
are now in bad condition with much 
loss in revenue .to the, village. 

Some accounts can only be esti- 
mated because of the lack of accu- 
rate meters, and .other meters are 
so faded and rusty that the num- 
bers cannot be read, Scott said. 



Interstate Service for 
Cardinal Lines Connects 
With Burlington, Wis. 

Bus drivers of the Cardinal lines 
were informed yesterday that start- 
ing tomorrow buses will operate 
through Antioch to Burlington, Wis., 
connecting with lines to Madison, 
Wis. and other points in that state.

EDITORS FIGHT SOCIALIZED MEDICINE 

Last spring, the National Editoral Asosciatton held 
a convention in Now York, A resolution was offered 
which read, in part: "Whereas we believe that an out- 
standing contribution, during the past year, to the 
cause of Individual freedom and the maintenance of 
our American way of life has been the nation-wide 
empaign by the American medical profession in be- 
half of freedom for both physicians and the cause of 
political freedom, therefore be it resolved that we do 
publicly commend the doctors of our country for 
their enlightened contribution to the American way 
of life. . . ." 

This resolution was passed without a single dissent- 
ing vote. 

It is to the credit of the newspaper fraternity that 
the great bulk of our papers, and most especially 
the smaller papers, have been leaders in the fight 
against socialized medicine and government-controlled 
or influenced medicine. This was done as a matter 
of principle — not because of any particular personal 
worry as to the welfare of the doctors. The typical 



editor knows full well that socialized medicine would 
be a long step toward the totally socialized state. 
And he knows that It would inevitably result in a 
sharp decline in the standards of medical service, 
especially in the all-important fields of research and 
preventive medicine. The experience of England has 
proven this. 

Even the proponents of the compulsory govern- 
ment health Insurance scheme admit that it has no 
chance to gel through Congress now. But that 
should not lull the people into apathy. The bill will 
be brought back — again and again and again. And 
it need only pass once to start the destruction of 
free medicine as we know it. Any socialistic measure 
must be beaten every time, without fall. The fine 
old saying, "Eternal vigilance is the price of liberty," 

was never more valid than at present.

I barge In on any subject and the question for airing 
today, is— "If the U. S. A. is ever to be licked who will 
do same."

NEW YORK-In thti uncertain 
world, ■bout, the only prediction 
that can be safely made about the 
future Is that fortune telling will 
continue to be a profitable racket, 
probably to the end of time. 

Head of the Bureau of Records 
and Criminal Information of a large 
metropolitan area estimates that 
(hundreds of thousands of dollars 
are squandered annually in his city 
alone by persons who are deter- 
mined to consult fortune tellers at 
|any cost. This Includes a steady 
{stream of ladles* Interested in learn- 
:ing what the future holds for them, 
from the bottom of a teacup. 

The racket is as old as recorded 
time and even older. All that has 
changed are the names by which 
those who ply It are called. In 
'Biblical times and during the Mld- 
1 die Ages, they were known as seers, 
t soothsayers, sorcerers, stargazers, 
prognosticators, super - naturalists, 
and diviners. Today, they pose ai 
iswamis, card and palm readers, 
crystal gazers, numerologlats, as- 
trologers, spiritualists, and tele- 
psthtsta or mind readers. 

The ancient city of Babylon, mis- 
tress of witchcraft, was a hotbed 
"of sorcerers, diviners, astrologers, 
stargaiers, and monthly prognosti- 
cators. Storgazer-prlests spent most' 
■of their time on temple ziggurats 
; measuring the angles and move- 
ments of the stars with "astrolabes'* 
'while their assistants drew maps of 
.the heavens from the "data" as- 
sembled. Sorcerers and diviners 
made prophecies from thunder- 
storms, earthquakes, eclipses and 
even by consulting the clay models 
of the livers of sheep. 

Court supernaturallsts were hand- 
somely rewarded by the Egyptian 
Pharaohs,, including King Khufu 
who reigned about 2775 B.C. Typical 
reward for a day's work was a 
thousand loaves, a hundred jugs 
of beer, an ox, and a hnndred 
bunches of onions. 

In Early Greece, the future was 
foretold in sacred places called 
oracles, which were handsomely 
supported by the people. Most fa- 
mous of these was the oracle of 
Apollo at Delphi, where a frenzied 
priestess suspended In a cauldron 
hung from a tripod, answered the 
questions of worshippers.

WITH THE FIRST MARINE DI- 
VISION IN KOREA-A rare combi- 
nation—psychologist and mesa ser- 
geant—but Marine Master Sergeant 
John H. Rlgga of Oceanside, Cal- 
ifornia, meets the requirements. 

The mere mention of ' food being 
dehydrated seems to have an an- 
noying effect on Marines. But Ser- 
geant Riggs mixes a little practical 
psychology with careful preparation 
and seldom a dissenting note la 
sounded about breakfasts served 
to the First battalion of the 7th 
Marines. 

The solution: When Marines have 
fresh eggs on the morning menu, 
Sergeant Riggs savea the shells. 
Then, on succeeding days when the 
dehydrated eggs are served, the 
cooks merely scatter the real shells 
in the trash dump. Pronto, the 
troops leap to - the conclusion that 
they are having fresh scrambled 
eggs. 

Just strewing shells .in sight ' is 
usually sufficient, ' but Sergeant 
Riggs admits, "Sometimes ws 
sprinkle a few shells in the de- 
hydrated eggs to be really sure of 
the effect."

ing Habits 
In Marked Shift ; 
From Pre-Korea 

. WASHINGTON — The American 
consumer's "appetite" for various 
goods and services appears to have 
experienced a striking shift since 
.the' war at compared with prewar 
'years, according to a study of per- 
gonal consumption expenditures by 
'the U.S. Department of-Commerce. 
In general, there has been a 
,' greater concentration of the con- 
;sumer spending dollar on durable 
[goods and on food at the expense 
of some of the nondurable goods 
and the service sectlors of the 
economy. This trend was evident 
.well before the Korean impact on 
| the economy, even though in some 
[areas intensified by that develop- 
;ment. 

True, all classifications of goods 
' and services have experienced a 
! marked increase in dollar sales 
, in the last decade, accompanying 
the rise to total personal con- 
sumption expenditures from $72.1 
.billions in 1940 to an annual rate 
' of $105.8 billions In the fourth quar- 
Iter of 1950, a 172 per cent increase. 
• However, durable goods and the 
'food classification have shown a 
I substantially greater percentage 
i gain than this, while the other clas- 
sifications have lagged. 

Boom in Durable Goods 

j The greater-than-normal con- 
centration on durable goods pur- 
j chases, led by automobiles, was 
.particularly pronounced In the last 
.half of 1950. As a result, purchases 
'of automobiles and parts in the 
: fourth quarter of 1950 were at an 
annual rate of nearly $13 billions, 
or almost five times the $2.7 billions 
of 'such expenditures in 1940, and at 
the same time were equivalent to 
6.5 per cent of all personal consump- 
tion expenditures In that period 
compared with 3.7 per cent in 1940. 
The second biggest percentage 
gain was shown by furniture and 
'household equipment where con- 
sumer expenditures rose from $3.8 
billions in 1940 to an annual rate of 
$13.1 billions in the fourth quarter 
of 1950, a rise of 245 per cent. The 
entire durable goods classification 
hit an annual spending rate of $30.0 
billions in the fourth quarter of 1950, 
nearly four times the $7.9 billion 
total of 1940, with Its proportion of 
total personal consumption expen- 
ditures rising from 11 per cent to 
15.3 per cent in the period. 

Food Expenditures Rise 
Food expenditures have risen 
to a level considerably above their 
prewar relationship to income. 

Total expenditures for food and 
alcoholic beverages, which are 
classified together in the Depart- 
ment of Commerce analysis, rose 
from $20.7 billions in 1940 to an 
annual rate of $62.1 billions in the 
fourth quarter of last year, an in- 
crease of exactly 200 per cent. The 
rest of the nondurable goods sec- 
tion showed an expenditure in- 
crease from S16.9 billions to $42,2 
billions in this period, a rise of 
150 per cent. For services, total 
expenditures increased from $26.6 
billions to $61.5 billions for the 
period, a rise of about 130 per cent.
